Pigs and Dairying. 


F the two, milk selling and butter making, it very 
much depends on two conditions as to which will 
pay best in pines do locality. If rail be handy and 
direct to a g market, and the land will afford 
plenty of green food under plough culture, and 

chiefly lea and clover hay, I should recommend milk. If it 
be really butter land—that is, land with plenty of good 
meadow and pasture, and if the herd can be, or is being, 
weeded out so as to keep in only good butter cows, I would 
prefer pinning my fate to butter and pig-keeping. The

éver-worrying trouble in many districts to-day is the 
yestrictions of the local authority as to removal of live 
pigs. Still, if the stock of brood sows be on the 
place, or are being reared, the restrictions will not 
hinder much, because it pays best to kill and sell 
in the carcase usually.. This is an actual and very practical 
test, as made recently by one of our leading pig farmers 
on the value of milk: Six pigs from a litter of twelve were 
penned apart and were fed with the addition of skim milk, 
the other six being kept on meal-and-water diet as 
ordinarily fed where milk is not available. It affovds a 
most striking comparison as to the value of skim. milk for 
pig feeding ; the six pigs milk fed averagin™ when killed 
237 lb. each, and-the six others (kilel on the same day) 
1361b. each. That, if correct on thë whole field of pig

feeding, puts one hundred pounds’ worth of pork into the 
pocket. of the dairy farmer, who makes butter-and -fattens 
pork for every pig he kills over and above the farmer who 
sells his milk and fattens pigs without its aid. 


Prize-Winning at Shows. 

S this is the season for shows, I should like to 
emphasise my remarks of last week as to the 
desirability of showing new varieties of fruits and 
vegetables wherever possible. It is quite right 
that judges should give the preference to new and 

good exhibits, as the object of such shows is to teach local 
cottagers and horticulturists. At all events, they almost 
For instance, in 
onions, “ Ailsa Craig,” well grown, would beat almost any 
others. That oe because all the judges know of it as 
being one of the latest exhibition onions. So with peas,

crop. It sweetens the soil and renders it more porous than 
it would be otherwise.

“ Rural Reader.”—I meant that 10s. per acre was the 
renting price. Ten pounds per acre would be a very 
moderate price for land for a small farm, Small farms 
can often be met with in some of the more outlying parts 
at low prices. I know of three or four just now at from 
£10 to £20 per acre, and I shall be pleased to give you orany 
other interested reader particulars of them by post. I thin 
the matter of “ Small Farmsfor Gentlemen” a most import- 
ant one, and a movement that will do more than any 
other to repopulate the rural villages and to keep at home 
a great part of the money that now goes abroad for neces- 
saries. I am—as you ask me so bluntly—further of 
opinion that the land of this country (Great Britain and 
Treland) can be made capable of feeding the nation under 
an emergency, if not permanently. A youth can sign legal 
or any other documents at any age. The law makes him a 
minor only for his protection.

All horses digest their solid food better 
for having some vegetable food, and I have known of 
horses getting quite fat by having a peck of cooked 
potatoes in addition to their daily ration of corn, chaff, 


and hay. 
Ferrets With Distemper. 
“R. Davis.’—All young ferrets have distemper. Give 
Parish’s chemical food and cod-liver oil, and a pinch of 
sulphur in milk daily. 


Keeping Ducks. 
“F. W. D.’—A dozen at most—ten ducks ang two 
drakes—will be enough for your small space. You will 
probably get eggs early in the year, and may begin using 
our incubator as soon as you have fertile eggs. Three 
Ifpence per week each — feeding on mashed potatoes, 
barley-meal, and midd'ings, should feed them well. You 
had better not buy much meal at one time: it is better to 
have it fresh. Any corn-dealer will supply it at about 
market price.

The Prince and Princess of Wales, with Princess 
Victoria and Princess Charles of Denmark, foregathered at 
Bernstorff Castle to celebrate on Tuesday the eightieth 
birthday of the Queen of Denmark. Both the Prince and 
Princess, we are glad to hear, looked remarkably well. It 
is said that Prince Charles of Denmark is to enter the 
British Navy, and is henceforth to make his home in 
England, to please Princess Maud, who is known to be 
devoted to the land of her birth. 


The Duke and Duchess of York devoted last 
Monday to a visit to Newcastle, and a drive to Lord 
Annesley’s seat at Castlewellan. At Comber an address 
was presented, to which the Duke made a brief reply ; and 
on the return Journey, at the same place, the girls from an 
adjoining flax-spinning mill.had assembled, and presented 
the Duchess with a beautiful basket of flowers. The Royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert sailed from Portsmouth on 
Monday for Dublin, in readiness to convey the Duke and 
Duchess of York to Scotland. 


The Emperor William and King Humbert 
left Homburg for the military manœuvres before six last 
Monday morning in a storm of wind and rain. The two 
Monarchs, who were enthusiastically greeted by the troops 
and spectators, returned to Homburg at one o’clock. The 
Vienna papers regard the Emperor’s speech on Sunday as 
the first publie reply of the leader of the Triple Alliance to 
the proclamation of the Russo-French League. The leading 
Paris journals lay stress on the fact that the object. of the 
Triple Alliance was, and continues to be, the preservation 
of peace. 


The Czar and Czarina last Sunday visited the 
manceuvring - ground at Bielostok, and witnessed the 
operations of the opposing armies, which resulted in the 
retreat of the Eastern army and the advance of the 
Western force. Their Majesties took breakfast on the 
tield, and returned to the Chateau of Doilida. 


The Ameer Abdurrahman has taken steps to 
prevent his subjects joining in the opposition to the 
English, and has again repudiated all complicity in the 
risings. 


General Sir William S. A. Lockhart, K.C.B., 
K.C.S.I., Commander of the Forces in the Punjab, who 
has been suđdenly recalled 
to India from his holiday in ‘ 
Europe to take the command 
of the projected punitive ex- 
pedition against the Afridis, 
is just fifty-six years of age, 
having been born on Sept. 2, 
1841. He is son of the late 
Rev, L. Lockhart, D.D., of 
Wicketshaw and Milton 
Lockhart, Lanarkshire, and 
entered the Bengal Army in 
October 1858, being gazetted 
to the 44th Bengal Native 
Infantry in March 1859, and 
awarded his commission 
three months later. In the 
following December and 
January he served with 
the 5th Fusiliers in Oude, 
and throughout the Bhootan 
campaign of 1864-66 was 
Adjutant of the 14th Bengal 
Lancers, taking part in the 
reconnaissance to Cheerung, 
having his services acknow- 
ledged by the Governmentof GENERAL Sir W. LOCKHART. 
India, and receiving his first 
medal with clasp for that campaign. Gazetted a Captain 
in December 1868, he served as Aide-de-Camp to Brigadier- 
General Merewether, commanding the Cavalry Brigade in 
the Abyssinian Campaign, and was present at the action of 


, Arogee and the fall of Magdala, when he obtained mention 


in despatches, and received another medal. He was made 
Major-General in April 1894, and General last November. 
Sir William Lockhart has also a fine record apart from his 
active service with the army. Thus, nearly thirty years ago, 


Sir William Lockhart Received the Bronze 
Medal of the Royal Humane Society. It was 
awarded him for jumping into the water with all his 
clothes on, and with the assistance of Lieutenant M. 
Clements, of the Bengal Staff corps, rescuing two women 
who had been upset from a boat on the Morar Lake, 
Gwalior, on Dec. 26, 1869. 


Major Frank Stewart Whittington Raikes, 
whose death from enteric fever while serving with his 
regiment in the Tochi Valley, is reported, was second in 
eommand of the 3rd Battalion Rifle Brigade. He entered 
the Army in 1874, and obtained his majority in 1891. 


Major-General Sir Bindon Blood was at the 
beginning of the week on the Swat River, about five days’ 
march from the scene of the prospective operations against 
the Mohmands.

These men, after applying for leave to do so, 
fought their way through their own country, in order to 
bury their dead and reassure their friends. 


Brisk Fight at Balesh Khel.—A despatch from 
Parachinar, dated Aug. 2, states that a determined attack 
was made the previous night by fifteen hundred of the 
enemy on the small post of the Balesh Khel, which is three 
miles from the nearest village. The garrison, consisting of 
a detachment of the Kurram Militia, fought splendidly for 
five hours, when they were reinforced by the arrival of fifty 
men from Hassan Ali. The enemy thereupon retired into 
the hills. The gate was hewn down by the Afridis, who 
were armed with axes, but they could not face the fire of 
the defenders posted at the entrance of the fort. Two of 
the garrison were killed and one wounded. The enemy left 
two dead at the entrance, but the full extent of their losses 
is unknown. 


Sir Mortimer Durand, who has just been stating a 
few facts about the Frontier difficulty, is a tall, soldierly

a civilian, went through 
the Afghan War. His

return, he was appointed 
BritishMinister at Teheran.

Klondyke Gold-fields. — Mr. Whyte, Western 
Manager of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, who has 
returned to Winnipeg from British Columbia, says that 
crowds of prospectors going to Klondyke are blockaded at 
Dyea and St. Michaels. They are selling their supplies in 
order to get together sufficient money to pay their passage 
home. In fact, suppiies are cheaper at the points named 
than at Victoria. 


Gold in Ontario.—The following telegram has been 
received in New York from Sault Sainte Marie, Michigan: 
“ A party of gold prospectors have just returned here from 
a three days’ sojourn in the rage fe eo gold country, on 
Lake Wawa, Ontario. They declare that the auriferous 
deposit there is evidently immense, there being veins of 
beautiful white quartz carrying free gold almost every- 
where, while prospectors are daily finding specimens assay- 
ing fifty dollars per ton.” 


Signor Nicolini, who is said to be dying of cancer 
at Brighton, was a success-

Another Great Globe for London.—Our fathers 
crowded the exhibition in the centre of Leicester Square 
known as “ Wyld’s Great Globe,” but it gradually lan- 
guished as a popular resort. Now an attempt is being 
made to revive this sort of exhibition by the erection of a 
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PROPOSED MODEL GLOBE. 


gigantic model of the earth in London. The design which 
we reproduce is that of Mr. T. Ruddiman Johnston, a well- 
known geographer. He proposes that a large building of 
brick and iron shall be erected, with galleries for spectators, 
to which access shall be gained by lifts. In the centre will 
be a model of the earth, constructed in proportions of one 
in 500,000 to the earth itself. It will turn on its axis, and 
will be painted in colours. The waters are to be blue, and 
the mountains in darker shades. The globe will be painted 
so as to show the various climatic zones; and the Gulf 
Stream and other ocean currents, as well as the latitude of 
the various wind currents, will also be marked. 


The “Windward’s” Return.—The Windward, 
with Mr. F. S. Jackson and the members of the Jackson- 
Harmsworth Polar Expedition, has arrived in the Thames. 
Although the expedition has not found the Pole, it has 
made some valuable additions to our scientific knowledge 
of the Arctic. Having practically completed the explor- 
ation of Franz Josef Land, with the exception of some odd 
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corners, the party left Cape Flora on er a 6. Before 
leaving they carefully sealed up Elmwood, which had been 
their home for three years, and left a Union Jack floating 
on the pole at Flagstaff Point. “I also left behind,’’ Mr. 
Jackson says, “for use of subsequent explorers, six tons 
of coal, and anything that I considered might be useful. 
In the room of our living house I left a quantity of 
supplies, including tobacco, cheese, and butter, in case 
Andrée should turn up in that region.” Speaking 
of the work of the expedition since the departure 
last year of the Windward with Dr. Nansen, Mr. Jackson 
said that the party passed the winter very busily and 
comfortably. Scientific observations and researches of 
all kinds were conducted to the utmost extent. Mr. Jack- 
son has solved a most interesting geographical problem, for 
he has not only determined the northern coasts of Franz 
Josef Land—hitherto absolutely unknown—but he has also 
been able to decide the much-vexed problem of Gillies 
Land. It is now quite clear that this much-discussed land 
does not lie where Arctic geographers have been in the 
habit of putting it, and that, therefore, it may be said to 
have ceased to exist. The main points of their researches 
have completely revolutionised all the old ideas of Franz 
Josef Land, for Mr. Jackson has swept away a continental 
mass of land, and in its stead placed a vast number of small 
islands where lofty mountains were supposed to rear ice- 
clad peaks into the sky. 


A Courteous Dublin Correspondent has 

inted out thatin the recent P.Z. P. Snap-shot of Sackville 
treet the statue of Smith O’Brien was inadvertently set 
down as the monument of the late Sir John Gray. He also 
points out that Lord Ardilaun was not the founder of 
Guinness’s famous Dublin stout.

Dr. Lloyd described 
the wound as only a sixth of aninch deep, and not dangerous. 
Police-Constable 450 D, who arres the prisoner, said 
Thunder said: “ It’s nonsense; we had a struggle.” Mr. 
Caldicott, for the defence, said prisoner was anxious to 
make up his quarrel with the prosecutrix, and endeavoured 
to do so through a mutual friend, Mr. Scott Williams. He 
had reason to believe, however, that prosecutrix was 
favouring that gentleman. He went to see her on Fridèy 
se’nnight to bring about a reconciliation, and found Mr. 
Scott Williams there. Words passed, and no doubt there 
was a struggle between prisoner and the woman; but 
according to his instructions, the wound on her arm was 
accidentally caused by a corkscrew. Mr. Lushington said 
it was quite possible that the wound might have been 
caused accidentally, but it was evidently inflicted by a 
knife, and prisoner should not have struggled with a woman 
when he had a knife in his hand. He would have to find 
two sureties in £25, or one in £50, to keep the peace for s`x 
months ; in default, three months’ hard labour. Prisoner 
was then charged on a summons with committing wilful 
damage.

in volume form. The melancholy affair occurred at the 
Midland Temperance Hotel, carried on at Nos. 74, 75, 76, 
Guilford Street, Russell Square, by Mr. John Whitford 
On the 14th of last month, two persons, a man 
and a woman, of good appearance, and aged between 
thirty and forty, engaged a room at No. 74 in the name of 
Mr. and Mrs. Scott. They were allocated a bed-sitting- 
room, and occupied it jointly until Monday, Aug. 30, when 
the man left and did not return. “Mrs. Scott,” who had 
not been seen since the previous Saturday, remained in her 
apartment the whole of the three following days. On 
Wednesday week the landlord became alarmed, called in 
the police, and the door was burst open, the woman 
being found dead (from poisoning) on the bed. On the 
dressing - table was found a note, evidently hurriedly 
written, and bearing the name of Stormonth, stating that 
he and his companion had resolved upon suicide, and for 
that purpose he had purchased some laudanum. The lady 
had taken some first, and it had proved fatal. He had also 
taken a dose, the only effect of which had been to make 
him sick, and, finding that he could not take his life in that 
fashion, he should “end it” inanother way. Close by was 
an empty ounce bottle, which had contained laudanum, and 
bore the label of a chemist in High Holborn. With the 
discovery that 

The Real Name of * Scott ” was Stormonth, 
inquiries were at once set on foot by the police concerning 
him. It was found he left London by train on Monday 
night, boing accompanied to St. Pancras by a friend, who 
lent him the money necessary to pay his fare, Stormonth 
telling him that he was absolutely penniless. Further it 
was elicited that Stormonth was a married man with a 
family living in Abbey Street, . Telegrams were at 
once despatched to the Derby police, who on Wednesday 
evening apprehented the suspected man af his home. 
The dead woman was on Thursday week identified by her 
mother, Mrs. M‘Lean, a Liverpool lady of independent 
means, as her daughter Sarah, aged thirty-eight, and it 
was discovered that the deceased had been employed as 
barmaid at the Corporation Arms, Coleraine, up to the 
autumn of 1896, and that there had been a liaison between 
her and Stormonth, alias ‘‘Scott,’’ who was on Sept. 3 
charged at Clerkenwell with murder and attempted suicide.

The infantry required to be continually 
on; the alert with such enterprising horsemen 
menacing their flanks, and to the credit of several 
battalions, it must be said that some very rapid 
and effective formations were adopted for the 
resistance of cavalry, the result to which would 
have been simply disastrous. On Saturday the

which to change front. To make the general 
situation comprehensive, it should be stated that 
after the fight.on-~Friday, in which Arundel 
Castle was figuratively taken over the head of 


the Duke of Norfolk, Major-General Burnett had 
to co-operate with his chief in a movement by 
which a general advance of the Blue covering 
force would be made from the line of the river 
Adur to threaten the enemy’s left on the Arun. 
To enable this attack to be made in force, four 
Brigades of Infantry were given to General 
Burnett—namely, the Guards’ Biigade, under 
Colonel Viscount Falmouth; the 2nd Brigade, 
under Colonel Wauchope; the 3rd Brigade, 
under Colonel Raper ; and Colonel Hallam Parvr’s 
detached 5th - Brigade, the 10th Hussars, and 
five ficld-batteries. Withsuch an overwhelming 
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force of infantry advancing against him, Major- 
General Gosset had no alternative but to with- 
draw from Blackpatch and Harrow, even to the 
extent of sacrificing his cavalry ; and Sir William 
Butler’s object in planning such a battle became 
at once evident. The cavalry work, chiefly 
against serried lines of infantry, and the pro- 
minent part played by the artillery, viewed from 
the dominating hills, afforded a magnificent 
battle-picture, which at times permitted the 
spectators most favourably placed to see nearly 
the whole of the moving troops at one glance. 


General Sir Redvers Buller, 


Adjutant-General, in a few general observations 
at the subsequent conference, expressed the 
opinion that, while due individual latitude should 
be given to both officers commanding brigade 
and battalion units, and subordinate com- 
manders generally, greater cohesion was desir- 
able. Inter-brigade support of a mutual cha- 
racter he had noticed as being lacking, and 
pointed to several illustrations that day where 
isolated action on the part of subordinate com- 
manders might with advantage have given place 
to combination, which would have made the 
whole machinery work better. On the whole, 
he seemed very pleased with the work performed 
during the week. 


Sir Evelyn Wood, ` 


Quartermaster-General, was as keen as ever 
upon the cavalry part of the operations he had 
witnessed, and remarked that the chief fault 
which had come under his notice was in regard 
to pace. The charges were begun too rapidly, 
with a somewhat ragged result, not due to the 
enemy’s fire. The advance of cavalry, he thought, 
should be commenced at a trot, and the pace 
gradually accelerated. 


Major-General Sir William Butler 


paid a high compliment to the Transport Supply 
and Royal Engineers for the manner in which 
he had been served during the campaign. <A 
large number of the landed gentry of Sussex— 
farmers, and quite a number of ladies—were, at 
the conclusion of the operations, entertained 
by Sir William Butler to luncheon in a large 
marquee at Myrtle Grove.

Pour Over the Fruit 
a little brandy or liqueur — Maraschino for 
choice—and leaving the fruit to stand in the 
spirit, boil together half a pound of loaf-sugar 
and half a pint of water for six or seven minutes, 
until it becomes a syrup; pour it boiling over 
the fruit, and leave it to get quite cold.

The first 
thing to be done is to blanch the trotters in 
boiling water if they cannot be bought 
ready for cooking; pick all the hair off, and 
put them into a stewpan, with enough water 
to cover them, and simmer them very gently 
until they are thoroughly done. Then take them 
out and remove all the bones. You must not 
throw away the liquor in which the trotters were 
stewed, and into it put some mushrooms which 
have been cut up into pieces, with a little chopped 
parsley, pepper, salt and nutmeg. Then add 
some stock from 


The Family Stock-Pot, 


and if there is not such a pot in your kitchen 
make some stock with Bovril, to which add a 
little butter ; you can also add a little Harvey’s 
sauce or ‘‘ Dr. Kitchiner’s,’” and then put the 
boned trotters into the gravy and make the 
whole perfectly hot, but do not allow it to boil. 
Immediately before serving, if the cook wishes 
her dish to be ‘‘ extra good,” she will add the 
yolk of two or three eggs and enough lemon- 
juice or mild vinegar to give a little sharpness to 
the gravy.
